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New Age 
teacher 
becomes 
evangelist

ESCONDIDO — For 14 years, Gary 
Erbe combatted the Christian concept of 
God by teaching New Age beliefs at 
centers in San Diego. 

Today he fights on the front lines of 
Resurrection Church’s evangelization 
program by telling people of God’s 
personal love for them. 

Erbe conducted a workshop at the 
Escondido church Jan. 21 on New Age 
beliefs and non-confrontational strategies 
for evangelizing followers of this popular 
movement. He also described his 
conversion experience and return to the 
Catholic Church. 

Erbe is chairman of the parish’s six- 
member home visitation committee that 
has called on nearly 200 residences the 
past year, he told Southern Cross. 

He uses scriptural texts to evangelize 
New Agers, ‘‘the people hardest to 
reach,’’ he said. 

They believe in their own power ‘‘to 
make changes within themselves and/or 
reality around them’’ — an. appealing 
concept during this time of ‘‘government 
unresponsiveness’? - and ‘‘people’s 
helplessness in a polluted environment,’’ 
he explained. 

New Age defenders believe they can 
“shape reality around them by tuning 
into the divine spark within them to 
become more harmonious with the source 
that creates all things,’’ he said. 

New Agers, who seek a high spiritual 
plane by ‘“‘trying to raise their con- 
sciousness,’’ should read 1 Corinthians 
12:4-12 describing the gifts of the Holy 
Spirit, he said.

Picketers hope for 
reversal of Roe 
vs. Wade decision

An estimated 400 persons participated 
in two separate pro-life rallies — in San 
Diego and in San Marcos — held Jan. 21 
in commemoration of the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s Jan. 22, 1973 decision legalizing 
abortion-on-demand. 

Radio personality Joe Bauer, also a 
parishioner of Our Lady of Grace 
Church, El Cajon, was among the many 
picketers outside the newly opened 
Planned Parenthood abortion clinic in 
Mission Valley. 

“I’m for all women’s rights, not just 
some,’’ said Bauer. 

Bauer said he would tell any women 
who came to the clinic, to ‘‘wait, think 
and pray. Prayer is so powerful and it 
works.’’ 

Kevin Korty, also a parishioner at Our 
Lady of Grace Church, said he was 
marching because of personal experience 
— his girlfriend had aborted his child. 

“I couldn’t stop her. I was so 
frustrated. It all happened so fast, and, 
basically, it broke us up,’’ explained 
Korty. 

Since that time, Korty has become 
more involved in the pro-life movement. 

“It’s changed my life considerably. I 
feel good though because I’ve helped save 
some lives,’’ he said.

SACRAMENTO — Catholic schools are essential 
to the well-being of the church, but if they are to 
continue in the next century Catholics together must 
meet their resource needs, the 23 bishops of California, 
including Bishop Leo T. Maher and his auxiliary, 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, said Jan. 24 in a joint 
statement. 

“Our schools cannot thrive and survive without 
adequate financial resources,’ said the statement 
issued by the California Catholic Conference in 
Sacramento. 

‘“‘Many parents have serious difficulties in paying 


escalating tuitions. We are committed to making 
Catholic schools accessible to all, including the poor. It 
is necessary, therefore, to search out creative means for 


the long-range financing of the schools by the entire

parents of current students.’’ 


The bishops released their statement, titled ‘“‘Our 
California Catholic Schools: A Legacy to be 
Nurtured,’’ in conjunction with the national 
observance of Catholic Schools Week, Jan. 29-Feb. 4. 
The theme of the week is “‘You Leave Something 
Others Can Look Forward To.”’ 


In a letter to priests of the San Diego diocese Jan. 


18, Bishop Maher said that during this year’s Catholic 
Schools Week, the bishops of California are beginning 
a ‘long-range, statewide effort to educate the Catholic 
population and the general community about the 
importance and value of our Catholic schools to the 
church and to the state.’’ 

In their statement, the state bishops said Catholic 
schools are genuine and proper instruments, not 
marginal or secondary elements in the Church’s 
pastoral mission. The schools “‘have a clear identity as 
developmental centers wherein the church evangelizes, 
educates and contributes to the formation of a healthy 
and morally sound lifestyle.’’

SAN DIEGO — Priests of the diocese 
were lauded for their leadership and 
accomplishments in ministry, urged to 
educate the laity on church-giving and 
informed on the progress of diocesan 
social services that are supported through 
the annual Diocesan and Parishes 
Services Appeal in a meeting for clergy 
Jan. 18. 

At the Stewardship ’89 kickoff at St. 
Mary Magdalene parish hall, Bay Park, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher said ‘‘we have a 
flourishing local church’’ because of the 
“Jeadership, guidance and authentic 
teaching’’ provided by its priests. 

And the laity, he said, ‘‘maturing and 
growing in their responsibilities and their 
willingness to serve ... have been of great 


. influence and achieved so very much ... . 


The fruitfulness of their lives points to a 
future that will astound even the most 
visionary. 

“Stewardship has been a_ very 
important part of this development of the 
local church,’’ because it has helped 
achieve the financial security that has 
enabled this local church to serve and 
provide healing in every ‘‘area of concern 
in our community,’’ Bishop Maher said. 
_ He urged the priests to stress the 
education in church-giving to their 
parishioners. Protestants are far ahead of 
Catholics in returning to God a portion of 
their financial blessings for his work, he 
said. 

“‘Church-giving should take priority 
over all other donations, and the 
percentage given to the church should be 
the greatest contributions (Catholics) 
make.

These allocations are only a portion of 
the funds needed to operate most of these 
ministries and services. 

But Stewardship funds also can benefit 
parish needs and services. 

Any funds a parish raises over its 
diocesan-set goal is rebated to the parish, 
Msgr. William Kraft, director of. the 
diocesan Development Office, said at the 
meeting. 

Thus, parishes can tie in. Stewardship 
to specific parish projects or for general 
needs of the parish, he said. 

In her presentation outlining the 
services partially supported by 
Stewardship funds, Sister RayMonda 
DuVall, CHS, executive director of 
Catholic Community Services, told the 
priests that CCS offers one of, if not, the 
best arrary of emergency assistance 
services in the downtown area. 

This is due in part to the participation 
of the priests and parishes of the diocese, 
she said. 

“CCS is a partnership that works best 
with the parishes and its members. We 
look forward to that continued 
partnership,’’ she said. 

In a presentation of marriage 
preparation and support services 
coordinated by the Family Life Office, 
Father Daniel Polizzi, director, explained 
the benefits of the new nine-month 
diocesan marriage preparation policy to 
begin in September and the other support 
services to the parishes his office provides. 

Father Mark Campbell, president of 
the Presbyteral Council, the bishop’s 
advisory body of priests, also stressed the 
need for affirmation of priests and the 
necessity of Stewardship for diocesan and 
parish services.

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Catholic schools, 
every Catholic’s 
responsibility 


The annual national observance of Catholic Schools 
Week (Jan. 29 - Feb. 4) takes on special significance in 
California this year with the issuance of the statement of 
the California bishops, ‘‘Our California Catholic Schools: 
A Legacy tobe Nurtured,’’ Jan. 24. 

The unanimous and unequivocal support of the 
church’s leadership for the schools as essential to the well- 
being of the church and to the quality of education in the 
state is particularly encouraging to families who struggle 
to afford Catholic schooling and to school personnel who 
staff California’s 730 Catholic schools, child-care 
programs and preschool centers. 


During the past decade, as educational costs have risen, 
families of students have borne an increasingly larger 
percentage of the costs of Catholic school education. To 
some low-income families, opportunities for Catholic 
education, particularly at the secondary level, have 
seemed beyond their means. In their Catholic Schools 
Week statement, our bishops remind the total Catholic 
community — not just parents of current students — of 
our collective obligation to sustain the schools. 

The bishops mention ways in which each Catholic can 
help assure the future of Catholic schools in California: 
contributions to parish and diocesan school foundations, 
development programs and endowments; and efforts with 
elected state and federal representatives to achieve some 
governmental assistance for families in exercising 
freedom of choice in education. 

Already there has been a 1989 recognition of the need 
for governmental assistance in the California legislature. 
Senate Bill 9 by state Sen. Alan Robbins includes tuition- 
paying parents of students in non-profit elementary and 
secondary schools as eligible beneficiaries of state income 
tax credits in an omnibus education bill that is expected to 
be heard in Senate committees in the months ahead. 

The recently released message of our bishops will 
undoubtedly be of assurance and encouragement to 
millions of Californians who look forward to Catholic 
school opportunities for generations to come.

The church has right 
to say who teaches 
in its institutions 


The church is supreme within its own domain, the 
furthering of its mission, the promoting of its faith, the 
teaching of its theology. To disobey the church, to violate 
the trust of the church, is to reduce the question. of tenure 
and of academic freedom to irrelevancy. Tenure and 
academic freedom are for those who support and uphold 
the church and its mission. 


Father Charles E. Curran has taken the church to court 
to force the church, Catholic University of America, 
against its best judgment to permit him to teach his 
dissident views within the church’s own confines, under 
the church’s auspices. 

Each religious body, whether Protestant, Catholic or 
Jewish, retains the right, under our system of 
government, to regulate its own internal affairs in order 
to carry out, in the most optimum manner, its divinely 
assigned and appointed commission.

Right-to-life proponents might have marched to the 
beat of a different drum this year in commemorating the 
16th anniversary of the U.S. Supreme Court’s infamous 
Roe vs. Wade ruling of Jan. 22, 1973, that legalized 
abortion-on-demand. 

Regardless, whether it was the some 400 persons who 
marched in-front of two abortion clinics in San Diego 
County (in Mission Valley and San Marcos) or the 
thousands who marched outside the nation’s Capitol or at 
other sites throughout the country, for the first time there 
were positive signs that the Roe vs. Wade ruling might be 
reversed. 

Newly inaugurated President George Bush ensures the 
continuation of a president, like Ronald Reagan before 
him, who believes abortion is morally wrong and not 
guaranteed in the U.S. Constitution. 

At the annual National March for Life, held in 
Washington on Jan. 23 this year, President Bush, in a 
telephone message to the gathering, called abortion-on- 
demand an ‘‘American tragedy”’ and asserted his belief 
that the Roe vs. Wade ruling ‘‘was wrong and should be 
overturned.”’ 

There is now optimism the high court will do just that. 
With the Reagan appointees to the Supreme Court 
including two Catholics — Antonin Scalia and Anthony 
M. Kennedy — the pro-abortion majority is believed to 
be withering away. And it is likely that more justices will 
be appointed during Bush’s term in office, including a - 
replacement for Harry A. Blackmun, 79, who wrote the 
Roe vs. Wade ruling and who might likely leave the court 
within the next four years. 

Even with his presence, Blackmun himself said last 
September ‘‘there’s a very distinct possibility that’’ the 
court will reverse the Roe vs. Wade ruling this term. 
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“You can count the votes.”’ 

Perhaps because of those votes, the U.S. Supreme 
Court decided Jan. 9 to hear the case of a Missouri law 
declaring that life begins at conception and restricting the 
use of public funds and facilities for abortions. It also 
places obstacles to abortions after 20 weeks of pregnancy. 
The law was struck down by the 8th Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

On Nov. 10, in-a-friend-of-the-court brief, the Reagan 
Administration suggested that the high court hear the case 
and said it presents a good opportunity for the court to 
reconsider Roe vs. Wade. 

In that 1973 ruling, the Supreme Court said a state 
‘‘may not adopt one theory of when life begins ... to 
justify its regulation of abortion.’? The Missouri law 
states ‘‘the life of each human being begins at 
conception.”’ - 

Exactly when the court will hear the case is unknown. 
But regardless, the judicial support on the high court for 
sustaining Roe vs. Wade is weakening. Pro-life 
advocates, amidst their hopes, need to start preparing for 
the time when abortion is no longer considered to be a 
right granted by the Constitution and no doubt will be left 
up to the Congress and state legislatures to ban or permit. 

Though there have been tough rivalries with pro- 
abortion forces in avid lobbying during the last 16 years, 
the toughest lobbying and even the greatest educational 
efforts for life could be yet to come. We need to be 
prepared for it. 


Politics, prayer — a match? 


Do politics and prayer have anything in common? 
Many of us were taught they don’t. Prayer, we were told, 
is mystical and magical. It may make you feel better but it 
doesn’t really change anything. Politics, on the other 
hand, is realistic and practical. According to this view it’s 
OK to pray at funerals, but when it comes to making the 
tough political decisions, we have to rely strictly on 
human judgment. ; 

But that’s not the way two of this century’s best-known 
political leaders see things. One of them is- President 
Corazon Aquino of the Philippines. She says that without 
prayer the movement which toppled the Marcos 
dictatorship and replaced it with a democratic 
government three years ago would not have succeeded. 

‘‘Prayers are answered in unforeseen ways,’’ she said 


- at the National Shrine in Washington in 1986, and the 


answers ‘‘always exceed human expectations and 
understanding.”’ 

‘Who stayed the hand of Marcos as his forces poised to 
smash us?’’ she asked. Why did the previously astute 
politicians who created the Marcos dictatorship make the 
many blunders which caused it to collapse? For the 
Philippine people, she said, the entire experience 
‘‘reaffirmed our faith in the power of prayer.”’ 

The leader of the Philippine Church, Cardinal Jaime 
Sin, agrees. The cardinal says the soldiers who were sent 
to disperse the protestors told him afterwards their tanks 


had been stopped by ‘‘a very beautiful woman whose eyes 


were sparkling’? — a woman so beautiful they couldn’t 
describe her. The woman told them, ‘‘Don’t touch my 
people.” 


The world can learn an important lesson from the 
Philippine experience, Cardinal Sin says: ‘“They should 
learn how to pray.”’ 

In a speech to the UN General Assembly last fall, then 
President Ronald Reagan also spoke of the role of prayer 
in his political career. 

He first paid tribute to his mother. She ‘‘possessed 


something that those who hold positions of power 
sometimes forget,’’ he told the assembled world leaders. 
It is knowing ‘‘that when we grow weary of the world and 
its troubles, when our faith in humanity falters, it is then 
that we must seek comfort and refreshment of spirit in a 
deeper source of wisdom, one greater than ourselves.”’ 

President Reagan concluded his final U.N. speech with 
these words: ‘‘If future generations do say of us that, in 
our time, peace came closer ... it’ll be cause for pride. but 
it shall be a cause of greater pride still, if it is also said that 
we were wise enough to know that the deliberations of 
great leaders and great bodies were but overture; that the 
truly majestic music. — the music of freedom, of justice 
and peace — is the music made in forgetting self and 
seeking in silence the will of him who made us.”’ 

Maybe the conventional wisdom of the 20th century is 
wrong. Maybe we aren’t smart enough to run the world 
without some help. Certainly the record of our century — 
which includes the bloodiest wars in human history, the 
extermination of entire ethnic groups, and enough 
nuclear weapons to destroy the entire human race — isn’t 
one to inspire confidence. 

Perhaps the connection between politics and prayer 
isn’t clear to us because we really don’t understand either 
one. Perhaps God actually is involved in everyday human 
events and responds to our requests — as the Scriptures 
say has always been the case. It’s a mind-boggling 
thought, but that doesn’t mean it isn’t true. 

And if God actually is involved in the events of our 
time, then surely it makes sense to ask God to tell us what 
to do about them.

The bishops said California Catholic 
schools have provided quality educational 
opportunities — religious and secular — 
for millions of state residents, and 
continue to educate a diverse student 
population.

demonstration outside the Rancho Santa 
Fe Professional Building. It houses the 
office of Dr. George Kung, an 
obstetrician-gynecologist whose main 
income is from abortions, demonstrators 
claimed. 

There were about 40 sign-carrying 
Catholic and Protestant pro-lifers 
picketing from 10:15 to 11 a.m. 

One of the demonstrators, Father 
Douglas Regin, pastor of St. Francis 
parish, Vista, and diocesan respect life 
coordinator, told Southern Cross that Dr. 
Kung has stopped doing abortions on 
Saturday as a result of weekly protests on 
that day for the last two years by 
Christians of the North County area. 

Dr. Kung is still performing abortions 
at his San Marcos office on Thursdays 
and Fridays, coordinators said, and the 
ecumenical group is seeking volunteers to 
protest on those days. 

He is also doing abortions at his Poway 
office on Tuesday, they added. 

Mike Thomas of Mission Evangelical 
Free Church, Vista, said he has spoken 
with Dr. Kung who claimed he was doing 
abortions only up to 12 weeks, But there 
is information indicating he is doing 
abortions up to 20 weeks, said Thomas, 
one of the demonstration’s coordinators. 

Dr. Kung ‘“‘is the last abortionist in San 
Marcos, Vista and Fallbrook,’’ he added. 

Demonstrators at both rallies carried 
such messages as ‘‘Support pro-life 
doctors,’’ ‘‘Abortion — The American 
Holocaust,’’ and ‘‘Some Babies Cry 
Before They Die.”’ 

One person carried a sign with a photo 
of a baby and the message, ‘‘Kill her now 
and it’s called murder. Kill her three 
months ago and it’s called abortion. 

Pro-life forces have been bolstered by 
the number of justices appointed to the 
U.S. Supreme Court by President 
Reagan, an anti-abortion advocate, 
during his term in office. 

It is expected that President George 
Bush, also a_ publicly proclaimed 
opponent of abortion, may have the 
opportunity to fill other seats on the high 
court during his term in office. 

Right-to-lifers hope those appointees 
will give the court a pro-life majority and 
thus provide the opportunity for the court 
to reverse its Roe Vs. Wade ruling of 
1973: 

The court’s reconsideration of 
ruling could come sometime this year. 

Pro-life forces have welcomed the 
Supreme Court’s decision to hear the case 
of a Missouri law which declares that life 
begins at conception, bans abortions at 
public hospitals, and prohibits public 
funding of abortions among its 
restrictions on abortions.

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Therapists’ group hears healing power of prayer

SAN DIEGO — While prayer is 
recognized as a great source of healing 
and reconciliation among the faithful, its 
power is now being recognized and 
affirmed by a group of health providers 
who have joined together to form the 
Association of Christian Therapists. 

At a workshop entitled ‘‘Hope for the 
Family of Today’”’ held Jan. 21 at Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel Church, Rancho 
Pefiasquitos, several speakers emphasized 
the importance of healing prayer and 
prayer from the heart as a healing force. 

In a telephone interview prior to the 
workshop, one of the speakers, Barbara 
Schlemon, a Los Angeles area registered 
nurse, said she began teaching healing 
prayer 24 years ago when she saw a 


woman healed of cirrhosis of the liver. 

Since then, she has lectured extensively 
on healing prayer and written four books 
on the subject. She now devotes full time 
to this ministry. 

“‘Twenty years ago,’’ she said, ‘‘the 
medical profession looked askance at this 
practice but with the growing awareness 
of holistic health — caring for the whole 
person, not just the physical symptoms of 
illness, has come a growing acceptance of 
this practice.’’ Relationships do influence 
our physical and emotional health, she 
said. 

It is also important, the workshop

‘Prayer is an added dimension,”’ 
Dr. Kankowski said. ‘‘It doesn’t replace 
sound medical practice and intervention 
but we can combine the knowledge God 
has given us with prayer. 

Pat Kankowski, who is currently 
finishing work to obtain certification as a 
marriage and. family counselor, said she 
has witnessed many instances when 
healing prayer has affected reconciliation 
between family members who _ have 
become estranged. ‘‘We plan to share 
these tools with our audience,’’ she said. 

Another speaker at the seminar, Father 


Michael Murphy, said he would focus his 
comments on affective prayer, prayer of 
the heart.

According to New Age thinking, God is 
not a person, but a ‘‘principle or 
universal law in every person that keeps 
them in harmony with the universe,’’ he 
continued. 

This harmony is believed to bring 
“ultimate peace’’ because it eliminates 
accidents, he said. ‘‘Nothing can happen 
that you don’t allow. Evil is disharmony 
within yourself; people create their own 
good and evil.” 

New Age teachings hold that ‘‘Jesus 
was a holy teacher comparable to Buddha 
and Krishna,’’ Erbe said, adding that 
“Scriptures are a way to speak to New 
Age practitioners about the reality of 
God’ and the divinity of Jesus. 

The Bible negates the New Age theory 
of reincarnation which holds that ‘‘souls 
must be reborn and go through many life 
experiences to. become mature spiritual 
beings,’’ Erbe said. This philosophy 
explains illness, death and _ so-called 


tragedies as a ‘‘karmic debt owed for evil 


done in a previous life.’’ 

Erbe said New Agers claim channeling 
is “‘a gift that enlightens humanity’’ by 
spirits of deceased people speaking 
through others called ‘‘vehicles.’’ These 
spirits are thought to be ‘‘united to the 


source and no longer need to 
reincarnate.”’ 
Erbe responds to the notion of 


reincarnation with Hebrews 9:27-28, 
*‘Just as it is appointed that men die once, 
and after death be judged, so Christ was 
offered up once to take away the sins of

New Agers ‘‘get caught up with 
creation and miss the creator,’’ Erbe said, 
referring to the use of crystals by 
‘healers’? who claim to purify the glass 
pieces with their chants and musical tones 
and apply the crystals to zones of power in 
the body associated with the illness.”’

crystals and other marvels of nature,’’ but 
Wisdom 13:1-9 directs people to the 
author of beauty who has created them, 
Erbe continued. 

The 37-year-old evangelist, who was 
baptized a Catholic, said he left the 
church in his early teens. 

He started studying New Age beliefs at 
age 16 and began teaching them six years 


later. 

His retreat from these teachings 
originated three years ago when he 
experienced abdominal pains diagnosed 
as severe inflammation of his liver, 
pancreas and gall bladder, with unknown 
causes. 

Attempts at self-healing and the use of 
crystals proved ineffective. Heavy 


medication to dull the pain sapped his 
energy, causing his hair styling salon 
business to suffer. 


Later his 6-year-old daughter expressed 
fear of hell and the devil she had heard 
about from a fundamentalist neighbor. 

Unable to dispel her fears, Erbe 
decided to enroll her in Resurrection 
Church’s religious education classes. 

He and his non-Catholic wife were 
encouraged to show their daughter the 
importance of church attendance, so 
Sunday Mass became a regular family 
activity. 

Sensing the need to talk with a priest, 
he told Father Kenneth del Priore, then 
associate pastor of Resurrection Church, 
of his ‘‘confusion and strong sense of 
despair.”’ 

‘*The priest spoke to me about a loving 
God who cared about me. My intellect 
rejected what he was saying, but my heart 
knew if was true,’’ Erbe said. 

He described his conversion two days 
later as feeling “‘God reaching out and 
touching me; ... it was a free gift.”’ 

Thus, Erbe declared his truce with the 
God he once considered a foe. ‘‘My hate 
for the Curistian God turned into love,”’ 
he said. 


His health began to improve and 
within two weeks he no longer needed 
medication. His doctors described his 
blood levels as normal. ‘‘God healed 
me,’’ Erbe exclaimed, his eyes watering. 

He and his wife later participated in the 
parish RCIA (Rite of Christian Initiation 
of Adults) program, culminating in the 
1987 Easter vigil Mass when he received 
the Eucharist for the first time in 22 years. 

“‘God had given me so much; I felt I 
needed to return that gift,’’ he said. 

This gratitude led to his present 
ministry as parish evangelization 
committee chairman who campaigns for 
the Catholic faith and battles New Age 
beliefs with the Bible.

STOCKTON — Bishop Donald W. 
Montrose of Stockton and Archbishop 
Roger M. Mahony of Los Angeles, former 
head of the Stockton Diocese, offered 
prayers for the five children killed and 
others wounded when a gunman opened 
fire on a Stockton school playground. 

The five children were killed and 29 other 
students and a teacher were wounded Jan. 
17 when Patrick Edward Purdy sprayed 
bullets at several hundred children during 
recess at Grover Cleveland Elementary 
School in Stockton. Purdy then killed 
himself. : 

About 70 percent of the students 
attending the school are Asian. The 
students killed were Vietnamese and 
Cambodian. 

“It is our prayer that almighty God will 
quickly heal the wounded bodies of our 
unfortunate children and console the minds 
and hearts of all of us, especially of the 
parents and teachers of the affected 
children. We, in the Diocese of Stockton, 
are praying for all who have been so deeply 
affected by thistragedy,’’ Bishop Montrose 
said in a Jan. 18 statement. 

Archbishop Mahony expressed his 
condolences in a telegram to Bishop 
Montrose. 

“You do not bear the burden of this 
tragedy alone,’’ the archbishop said. ‘“We 
see those young Stockton lives in our own 
children here in Los Angeles and we pause 
to ask God’s strength and healing.”’ 


Alleged cult member 
found to be insane 
CEBU CITY, Philippines — 


Apprehension over the spread of satanic 
cults was allayed when a man who 
attacked Archbishop Ricardo Vidal of 
Cebu at a dawn Mass Dec. 16 was found 
to be insane rather than a cult member. 
Psychiatric examination of the 
assailant, Edgar Espinosa, found he had a 


‘‘bipolar disorder with psychotic 
features.”’ 
Espinosa earlier claimed to have 


punched the archbishop at the prodding 
of satanic cult members. 

His body had tattoos, believed to be 
satanic symbols, which further fueled 
speculation and worried the local church. 

A leaflet, reportedly distributed by a 
Catholic nun, has warned people of 
satanic practices and said a new moon 
with a star was a satanic symbol. This 
symbol was tattooed on Espinosa’s body. 

Espinosa’s mother told the doctor who 
tested him that her son had _ been 
hospitalized twice in the past for 
psychological problems.

Angry mob stones 
preacher to death 


MEXICO CITY — The stoning death 
of an Evangelical preacher by a large mob 
of angry Catholics west of Mexico City 
has renewed public attention to an 
ongoing, violent rivalry between Catholic 
and non-Catholic Indians in rural Mexico 
that often involves land disputes. 


According to police in Mexico state, 
one of the country’s 32 states, where the 
incident occurred, a mob of 
approximately 100 Catholics in the 
Mazahua Indian village of El Cerillo used 
stones and clubs to beat to death 
Evangelical Pastor Jerez Hernandez 
shortly after midday Jan. 16.

Superior Court upholds 
chaplain’s dismissal 
SACRAMENTO — The Sacramento 
Superior Court Jan. 3 rejected the request 
of Daniel Patrick Duffy, a former Roman 
Catholic priest, to be reinstated in his job as 


Catholic chaplain of the state prison in 
Susanville, Calif. 


He was fired four years ago by the 
Department of Corrections when it was 
found that he was not a Roman Catholic 
priest but a priest of the ‘‘Ecumenical 
Catholic Diocese of the Americas,’’ anddid 
not meet the minimum job requirements 
for a Catholic chaplain, one of which was 
that he be Roman Catholic. 


The ruling by Superior Court Judge 
John J. Boskovich affirmed the ‘‘well- 
established’’ position that only a religious 
organization itself may properly determine 
who is or is not fit to minister to its members 
and that the state should not interfere with 
this determination. Since Duffy did not 
meet the job requirements for a Catholic 
chaplain, he could not be certified by the 
Catholic Church. 


The decision also affirmed a February 
1988 judgment by the California Personnel 
Board that Duffy was not entitled to get 
back his job, and that the state Department 
of Corrections did not violate his religious 
rights when it found that he did not meet the 
qualifications for chaplain. 


Duffy, who is now a social worker at 
Atascadero State Hospital, was ordained a 
priest with the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate in 1967 but was suspended 
from that order in 1968. He married in 
1970.

The two officials are in Mississippi-.to 
solve the murders of one black and two 
white youths working on a ‘‘Freedom 
Summer’’ voter registration drive. The 
crime closely resembles the real-life 
slayings of James Chaney, Andrew 
Goodman and Michael Schwerner three 
miles east of Philadelphia, Miss., in 1964. 

Scenes of Ku Klux Klansmen, crosses 
being burned, and bombed homes and 
churches fill the movie, which starkly 
recalls the not-dissimilar real- battle for 
integration in Mississippi. 

Hackman spoke about the film in an 
interview at its world premiere in 
Washington and said he was now 
embarrassed not to have worked for civil 
rights in the 1960s. 


“I was in New York trying to become 


an actor,’’ he said, recalling 1964. ‘‘I’m 
ashamed that I wasn’t more involved in 
the national civil rights movement. You 
have to be pretty selfish to be an actor and

Hackman, who is best known for 
playing blue-collar characters, said the 
“Mississippi Burning”’ script appealed to 
him for more than its social merits.

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Youth show religious 


interest, survey says

WASHINGTON — Today’s U.S. 
Catholic young people show ‘‘a new 
openness to and interest in religion,’’ but 
often they find the church ‘‘impersonal’’ 
and “‘inhospitable,’’ according to a survey 
done for the Vatican by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

A report on the survey, released in 
Washington Dec. 29, said the interest of 
young people in the church is closely 
connected to their access to church- 
sponsored youth programs. 

“‘Teens who are experiencing these 
programs are responding positively, but 
our-survey also shows that where there is 
nothing for young people they are 
becoming alienated from the Catholic 
Church,”’ the report said. 

It said that “‘fundamentalist groups’’ 
are attracting many young Catholics, 


especially young blacks and Hispanics 
“‘who find the Catholic Church not in 
tune with their needs.”’ 


“Cults also attract many with their 


strong street ministry and outreach,”’ the - 


report said. ‘“‘Cults place themselves 
where the people are hurting.”’ 


Societal emphasis on success, material 
goods and pleasure poses one of the main 
threats to religious and moral values of 
young people in the United States, the 
report said. 


Despite those ‘‘negative cultural 
values,’’ the report said, ‘‘we found that 
our youth can also be characterized as 
pilgrims on a spiritual journey. Youth 
today search for a ‘meaning in life, a 
Spirituality to give them rootedness.... 
They yearn to experience the grace of 
God which challenges and sustains them, 
but they all too often-feel only alienation 
and confusion.”’
